As of March 1, one of the
most
vention programs ever
pervade the field of law en-
forcement has begun.

Torrance Police Depart-
ment, cooperating with the
Los Angeles County Sher-
iffs Department, has
launched a program de-
signed to light every build-
ing in Torrance, as well as
the county, during all hours
of darkness. From March 1,
until the end of the vear,
newspapers, radio stations,
and television channels will
be echoing the campaign
glogan, “Burn a Light at
Night.” Support: is flowing
in from civic leaders as well
as civie organizations.

Chief Percy Bennett, in
announcing the program,
stated that its sheer simplic-
ity may be one of the big-
gest roadblocks: “Our rec-
ords in Torrance, as well as
other law agencies through-
out the nation, indicate that
the incidence of erime rises
sharply during the hours of
darkness. Unlighted residen-
tial or business areas are
prime targets for burglars,
rapists, and .thieves. Tres-
passing and acts of mali-
cious mischief are common-
place in darkened areas.”
